Since weight lifters are to the 
Russians what movie stars are 
to us, starry-eyed Muscovite 
maidens are swooning. as Paul 
goes ponderously past, just as 
our maids do when Eddie Fisher 
croons. 

Indeed, about all one can hear 
from the vastness of the USSR 
these days is the sound-like coo- 
ing of many doves. At home 
there is quite a contrast. We know 
what could be behind the coos. 

The President of the United 
States and his cabinet have just 
completed a demonstration of 
how to escape the effects of an 
enemy atomic attack. The na- 
tion thegretically was ravaged 
by hydrogen and atomic bombs 
dropped on 61 cities. The gov- 
ernment actually left the White 
House. It was the first depar- 
ture since the British invaded 
the city in the War of 1812. 

The nationwide national de- 
fense demonstration was carried 
out for the simple reason that 
our officials are in a state of 
awed indecision. For a long time 
they withheld from the American 
people the story of the ‘‘fall-out’’ 
effect of the latest bomb we have 
developed. They are convinced, 
on the basis of scientific inter- 
ception of ‘‘fall-out’’ ash in Ja- 
pan, that the Russians have a 
similar weapon. We came upon 
ours by accident and there was, 
and is, no secret about it. 


Bikini Test 

In March, 1954, we eonducted 
what we thought was just anoth- 
er nuclear bomb test on the is- 
land of Bikini. A routine report 
followed, but several days later 
@ congressman who had been 
along as an observer let a fear- 
ful cat out of the bag. He said 
the explosion had been so much 
more terrific than had been an- 
ticipated that it ‘‘got a little out 
of hand.” 

A little later we learned that 
Japanese fishermen drifting in 
boats 110 miles away from the 
blast had been seriously burned 
by ‘‘fall-out’’ ash from the test. 
Even so, it was only recently the 
Atomic Energy Commission ex- 
plained. 

When the test was prepared at 
Bikini the basic idea was that 
an atomic explosion would set 
off the ‘second stage in which 
some kind of heavy hydrogen 
would he fused. In other words, 
the atomic fission would trigger 
the fusion. The result would 
transform an incomparably small 
bomb into a 10-megaton blast. 
(A megaton is equal to one mil- 
lion tons of TNT in explosive 
power.) President Fisenhower 
gaid that the nuclear scientists 
at the Bikini test were ‘‘sur- 
prised and astonished.”’ 


Three Stages 


In the light of recently pub- 
lished articles by atomic scien- 
tists the story is beginning to be 
made clear. Apparently, what 
caused the Bikini test “‘to get out 
of hand” was that the bomb be- 
came one really of three stages, 
not two. The small fission core, 
the old atomic bomb, worked as 
planned. Its great heat touched 
off the planned fusion, or hy- 
drogen, reaction. 

But this in turn produced a 
terrific explosion of covering ma- 
terial surrounding both the plu- 
tonium core and the heavy hydro- 
gen material. 

We have not been told what 
this was, but apparently it was 
the most plentiful of all uranium. 
It is the type known as U-238, 
Ordinarily, it will not undergo 
fission. It was not possible to 
activate neutrons with enough 
energy to cause fission, but the 
hydrogen fusion surprisingly ac- 
complished this. So actually, 
what we apparently have is a 
three-stage bomb.  Fission-fu- 
sion-fission, or atomic-hydrogen- 
guper-atomic. Or if we want to 
go Hollywood, super-colossal. 

It is from this latter that the 
terrific fall-out ash occurs. An 
estimated 100,000 square miles 
could thus be contaminated.

NEW YORK, June 19—The fall 
of Juan Peron as president and

Although the capital still was 
under censorship Morrow was 
able to talk freely. 

The resignation of Peron as 
president, he said, had heen ex- 
pected Saturday night but did not 
materialize. Gen. Franklin Lu- 
cero, minister of the army, was 
acting as spokesman for the gov- 
ernment and appeared to have 
taken over the reins. 

Morrow, when asked concern- 
ing reports from Uruguay that 
Peron may even now be a pris- 
oner of the military, said ‘‘not 
really’’ but the correspondent 
significantly added: 

“He always has a Jot miuli- 
tary aides around him and he is 
making his headquarters now in 
the army building.’’ 

From the conversation it was 
evident that a junta was in the 
making to take over the govern- 
ment formally. This would he 
headed undoubtedly by Lucero, 
the 67-year-old gen eral who 
served as military attache in 
Washington in 1947 and was also 
Argentine delegate to the U.N. 
General Assembly. 

In any new government that 
might be formed, Morrow said, 
Peron probably would retain his 
title as president but would be 
reduced to a figurehead.

To Strengthen U.N. 
Without Killing f1— 


As the United States looks back on 
the first 10° years of the United Nations, 
jt realizes that neither the worst fears 
hor the greatest hopes for the organiza- 
tion born June 26, 1945, have come to 
pass. 

Nevertheless, the real achievements 
outlined in Sunday’s paper are sometimes 
obscured by the continued efforts of those 
opposed to all types of international co- 
operation to destroy the U.N. On the 
whole, popular opinion continues to sup-~- 
port the organization and the greatest 
effort is now being devoted to find ways 
to strengthen it without killing it. 

The basic fault as put recently by 
U.N. Representative Henry Cabot Lodge 
Jr. is still “that the basic assumption on 
which the U.N. was founded—which was 
a continuing alliance between the United 
States and the Soviet Union—has never 
materialized.” And the symbol of this 
failure is the veto power of the five per- 
manent members of the U.N. Security 
Council—the U.S., Great Britain, France, 
China and the Soviet Union. 

Secretary Dulles says that the Coun- 
cil’s inability to function as intended has 
been due to the abuse by the Soviet 
Unjon of this veto power. 

A review of the charter is slated 
sometime within the next year, at which 
time suggestions for revision will be con- 
sidered by the U.N. General Assembly. 
The State Department and Sen. George’s 
Foreign Relations Committee have been 
holding extensive hearings on how the 


charter might be amended so as to 
strengthen it. 

As long ago as 1947, the U.S. an- 
nounced it would not use its veto to 


exclude states applying for membership 
and would be willing to eliminate the 
veto in membership questions. This 1s 
still official policy, having been upheld on 
May 3 by Mr. Lodge before Sen. George's 
committee. 

There’s just one hitch in that policy. 


This country is firmly committed to ex- — 


cluding Red China from U.N. membership. 
And the veto was put into the charter 
in the first place on the insistence of the 
United States, its leaders realizing that 
the nation would never accept the pro- 
vision that would commit United States 
troops to war by the Security Council 
without approval by Congress. 

So the veto is likely to stay. Mean- 
while, as Secretary Dulles says, the U.N. 
is better than no U.N., to which President 
Eisenhower adds that the U.N. offers 
“the only real world forum where we have 
the opportunity for international presenta- 
tion and rebuttal.” Only 10 years old, it 
deserves a chance to grow in strength.

Gilmer County’s Great 


Poplar Has Been Saved 


A tree that was growing in the Geor- 
gia mountains before Oglethorpe landed 
at Yamacrau bluff has been spared by the 
lumberman. 


The tree is Gilmer County’s “Big 
Poplar,” a forest giant nearly 20 feet in 
circumference at its base. It grows near 
Big Bear Creek in the Chattahoochee Na- 
tional Forest and recently was sold to 
the Gennett Lumber Company. 


The great tree was destined to supply 
wood for the manufacture of banjos and 
ukeleles, as ignominous a thing as can 
happen to any tree, particularly one with 
the dignity of centuries and the fame of 
“Big Poplar.” 

Company officials took one look at the 
tree and decided to preserve it. A road 
will be built into the area to make it more 
accessible to sightseers. 

The tree’s age has been conservatively 
estimated at 250 years, and as high as 500 
years. What a terrible thing it would have 
been to have survived the storms and fires 
of hundreds of years, only to end provid- 
ing background rhythm for a Saturday 
night kitchen quartet.

Look to the Evidence 


For Fluoridation Facts 


Grand Rapids, Mich., has come to be 
cited as the Fluoridation City. Ten years 
ago Grand Rapids added fluorides to its 
water supply in order to build better teeth 
in children. 

Those who believe in the process and 
those “agin” it have had their eyes on 
Grand Rapids. 

“Fluoridation has _ increased heart 
trouble,” the “antis” have shouted. Men 
of medicine in the Grand Rapids, Kent 
County, Mich:, area have come back to 
give the charge the lie. 

“Fluoride deteriorates water pipes,” 
the antifluoridationists say. The water- 
works people in the Michigan city reply 
it isn’t so. 

When the antifluoridationists set to 
work to try to get a state law to prohibit 
the fluoridation, the Kent County Dental 
Society obtained the written opinions of 
practicing phYsicians who have observed 
the effects on persons drinking fluoridated 
water for 10 years. 

Specialists in research, surgery, heart 
disease, skin disease, pathology, ophthal- 
mology, urology and public health replied 
to the request. They testified that fluorida- 
tion is both safe and effective. 

In fact, Dr. W. B. Prothro, the Grand 
Rapids health director, pointed out that 
instead of an increase in the last 10 years 
in deaths from heart disease, nephritis, 
intercranial lesions and cancer, there 
actually has been a slight decrease. 

Those are the very diseases most fre- 
quently reported by the antifluoridation- 
ists as having increased since 1945. 

Dr. Prothro is a professional man and 
a scientist. He cites the fact that deaths 
from the diseases mentioned are down. He 
doesn’t say the decreases can be attributed 
to fluorides. He sees no right to that con- 
clusion from the evidence at hand. 

But he does refute the allegations that 
water fluoridation at Grand Rapids has 
caused more people to die from those 
ailments. 

The public is the jury. It considers the 
source and weighs the evidence. Getting at 
the truth in the fluoridation case depends 
on listening to the testimony and examin- 
ing the credibility of the witnesses.

14-Year-Old Denied 
Privileges of Her Set

Dear Mrs. Ricker: 

I have a problem, or at least I think I have. I am almost 14 
but I am not allowed to do anything that other girls do. My 
mother says it’s my imagination, but I don’t think so. I am not 
allowed outside our house at night after 6 p.m. unless one or 
both of my parents are with me. 


I most always have to go to 
bed at the same time as my 
61-year-old sister—9:30. Mother 
does not allow me to pick out 
my own clothes because she 
says, “I’ve had more experience 
in buying clothes than you 
have.”’ How did she get that ex- 
perience and what am I going to 
do when I move away from her? 


When I ask to go to a party

Your letter contained several 
complaints which do not seem to 
be imagined, so we’ll check them 
one by one.

If you read her record of community service you'll think she 
has outdone most of the perfectly fit people you know. When 
she came home from Bessie Tift College she began as an English 
teacher in the Summerville High School and went right to work 
for a bond issue to get the town its first high school building. 

During her regime as school superintendent the school was 
accepted by the Southern High School Accrediting Assn., the 
school transportation system was inaugurated, schools were con- 
solidated and new schools built. 

After she returned to teaching she served as principal of the 
grammar school, taught English and Latin in the high school 
and taught the seventh grade. 


“When I think of the many lives I have touched,” she ts 
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quoted as saying, ‘“‘men and women in all walks of life, I am | 
overwhelmed with the wonderful opportunities I have had for | 


good.”’ 


Miss Sewell as a teacher may have touched more lives more 
intimately than most of us, but what she has to say about it is a 
fine thing to think of. All of us have more opportunities for good 
than we ever realize, much less use. 

“There are no riches except sharing the riches in human 
life and growth,”’ she said.

Summer Diet Should 
Go Light on Calories 


Summer is the time to cut 
down on calories. The weather 


man will supply us with heat so | 
that it won’t be necessary to | 


eat to stay warm. 

To put it another way, we 
can keep the grate aglow in 
hot weather but there should be 
no flame. With the temperature 
on city streets or in urban 
areas registering in the 90s, we 
may with profit bank our in- 
ternal fires and exist for a 
while on liquids and light foods. 

The season offers an ideal 
opportunity for reinforcing 
our vitamin supply because 
fresh fruits and vegetables 
are loaded. Crisp, clean sal- 
ads with greens and uncooked 
fruits attract not only the eye 
but the taste buds. 

Milk and its products, 
pecially cottage cheese, offer 
excellent sources of protein 
and calcium. 

Small helpings of cold roast 


beef or meat loaf will lighten | 
the meal. These foods, along | 
with whole wheat bread, eggs, | 


butter and ice cream will pro- 
vide for our energy demands.

Shake 
salt freely over celery, toma- 
toes and corn on the cob.
